| Found in England | 


Money and Jewelry Unearthed in 
Fetter Lane, London 

Discoveries of relics of the ancient 
Roman period in England have been| 
| shite beneath the surface in Fetter} 
| Lane, London, and fragments of char: | 
red human bones have been found, 
The presumption is that the ashes of, 
a body that was cremated were bur { 
ied there in the second century, In 
a layer of the soil 12 or 14 feet below 
the surface of Fetter Lane, coins, | 
beads and pottery had been dug up} 
previous to the discovery of the sup: | 
posed Roman burial. | 

One of the interesting things found | 
is a Greek jewel, which is believed to 
be of the sixth century before the! 
Christian era. Some years ago, dur: | 


ing work of excavation in Lincoln's | 
Inn, not very far from Fetter Lane, a} 
little figure of a Greek dancing girl} 
of the same period was found. The 
British Museum is taking interest in 
these discoveries, and many articles, | 
or fragments of articles, haye been 
collected, Specimens of the Roman 
Styllus had been found—a piece of} 
steel about half the size of a pencil, | 
with one end flattened for smoothing 
|the wax tablets and the other end| 
\ pointed for writing. 

Besides the Roman and other 
bronze coins of various dates which 


‘have been unearthed in the Fetter 


Lane district, there are clay pipes of 
an early period. Among the coins 
are shillings of the reign of Henry 
| VIEL, Edward IV. and) Queen Eliza- 
!beth. Pins for the dress and hair, a} 
| child's thimble, personal ornaments, | 


such as gill rings, and a lock of hu-| 
man hair have been dug up, recalling 
the domestic life of London five or 
six centuries ago.

Lord Emmott and with whom is associated Sir Arthur 
Stanley, chairman of the British Red Cross Society, and 
the Friend’s Relief Mission (British Quaker Organiza- 
tion). This unification of relief forces following on a 
visit of inspection of the famine area by Sir Benjamin 
Robertson in February of this year. This inspection was 
undertaken with the concurrence of the British Govern- 
ment, and on his return Sir Benjamin Robertson was 
reauested to accept the chairmanship of the All British 
Relief Committee and direct the administration of relief 
in the district of Saratov, which was allotted to the Brit- 
ish organizations. 2 “hy 

The Save the Children Fund organization originally 
undertook the responsibility for feeding 260,000 children 
in Saratov. At the urgent request of Sir Benjamin Ro- 
bertson it has been increased to 300,000 children in view 
of the fact that distress was increasing. There are two 
and three-puarter million people in the district of Saratov 
where the British Relief is operating, through the med- 
ium of feeding kitchens. The distribution of food in the 
famine area is supervised by British Russian-speaking 
officials of the Fund. , 

“Donations by the Canadian public are received 
through the medium of the churches, subscriptions 
through the press, banks, local committees, and direct 
contributions from the public. , All money subscribed is 
spent on Canadian foodstuffs in Canada. The foodstuffs 
are shipped to the famine area via London and Riga. 
The foodstuffs therefore are under the supervision of 
Canadian and British offiicals right from Canada to the 
children’s food bowls

PROVINCIAL NEWS BULLETIN 


(Issued by Publicity Commissioner Government Buildings, Edmonton.) 


Pointing out that the Alberta government might not. 
be any better off for a few years at least with the ad- 
ministeration of its own resources on its hands, and also 
setting up a very definite claim for compensation for cer- 
tain land alienated by the Dominion government prior to 
1905, Premier Greenfield has issued an official statement 
on his recent negotiations with the government at Ottawa 
during the recent conference with reference to the trans- 
fer of the natural resources, : 


Coal production in Alberta since the first of the year 
has shown a marked increase over the production for the 
same period of 1921. The output for the period for the 
first three months of the year was 1,836,614 tons com- 
pared with 1,458,978 tons for the same period of last year. 
A total of 11,500 tons was shipped to the Pacific coast dur- 
ing January of this year, the coast market for Alberta 
coal showing considerable development. 


Complaints have been received by the department of 
agriculture that in some cases where cattle have been im- 
pounded, these have been sold without being fully or 
properly described in the! advertisements. The depart- 
ment will proceed to take steps against any poundkeepe: 
found guilty of improperly or insufficiently cbersiiine 
animals impounded and to be offered for sale. 


After June 1st all restaurants in this province will 
require to have a provincial license, in accordance with 
the act passed last session of the legislature.
